I could wiſh England were as quiet , ad 
in ſo good a poſture of defence, but that 
cannot be, ſolong as the Queen is lo great 
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an enemy to it; for ſhe ſayes ſhe will bee 
revenged, and told M:Strickland the Am- 
baſladour from the Parliament , that there 
ſhould never be quierneſle in England ſo 
long as liberty of conſcience was not gi- 
ven to the Catholikes. Her Majeſty is 
merry, and by no meanes would havethe 
King yeeld to the Parliament upon any 
condition : ſhe is making ready to come 
for England ,and will bring with her great 
ſtore of ammunition , money and ſouldi- 
ers. We conceive her Majeſties departure 
will not be too much lamented for. 
Colonell Goring hath been lately at Pa- 
ris with the King of France , he was ac- 
companied by Monſieur Montgomery to 
his lodging, and after three dayes reſpit he 
was ſent for and accompanied with divers 
Lords and Gentlemen to the Kings Court, 
and was bravely entertained, before whom. 
his Majeſty delivered a ſhort ſpeech, much

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Two weeks after the Colonell received 
his Meſlage, with a Letter to the effe&t fol- 
lowing. 

Thar his Majeſty , the King of France, 
hath conſidered her royall intentions, and 
the troubles >1d vexations of the Catho- 
likes in England , for which in ſo juſt, {o 
honourable, and fo good a caule, I have by 
the advice of my Privy Councell given 
conſent , that what forces may be conve- 
niently ſpared out of Flanders, Artoys ,, 
Normandy and S.Malo, I have given con- 
ſent that they ſhall bee withdrawne from 
their garriſons, leaving bur a ſufficient 
number of ſouldiers therein, to that end 
the King hath ſent Letters to the chief Go- 
vernours and Commanders to deliver up 
both Ofticers and Souldiers that can bee 
well ſpared. As for Ammunition, Colo- 
nell Goring hath brought with him ten 
thouſand mens armes , beſides all forts of 
ammunition, and furniture, with ſaddles 
for horle, beſides 20. peeces of Ordnance : 
as for money, the King cannot ſupply her:

vaſt expence which he hath been at, atthe 
lace ſiege at Arras; but nevertheleſle as it is 
conceived, there ſhalbe a colle&ion tho- 
rowout the whole Kingdomes amongſt 
the Catholikes for their liberall contribu.

 Refolwed upon the Queſtion by the Lords and Commons aſ- 
ſembled in Parliament. 


Har Maſter Hothaw, and Sir Edward Rodes, and 0- 
_ther the Committees for raiſing of money, Platc and 
Horſe,for the defence of King and Kingdome in the Coun- 
ty of Yorke, And ſuch as they or any two of them ſhall 
nominate ſhall, be Commiſſioners for the advancing and 
raiſing of Monies Horſe, andPlate upon the propofitions, 
and ſhall have power to appoint Commiſſaries to value 
theHorfe,and Treaſwers to receive the Monies and Plate. 
That Maſter Hotham and Sir Edward Rodes, ſhall have 
the like inſtruction as 'other Counties with this addition 
that they ſhall have power to ſctſe and apprehend all De- 
linquents that arc ſo voted by the Parhament, and all ſuch 
others as Delinquents, as have or do ſhew themſelves op- 
poſite and diſobedicnt to the orders and procecdings of 
Parliament: 
That the 4 Article of the L. Generalls inſtructions, 
ſhall be extracted and ſent to Maſter Hotham ec, with 
ower to them to publiſh it. 77. 
You ſhall publiſh and declare,that if any,who have been 
ſo ſeduced by the falſe afperſions caſt upon the proceedings 
of the Parliament,as to aſfiſt the King in the ating of thole - 
dangerous Counſels, ſhall willingly within ten dayes after 
ſuch publication in the Army, return to their duty not do- 
ing any hoſtile A within the time limited, and joyne 
themſclves with the Parliament in defence of Religion, his 
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Mijeftics Perſon;thelibeftiesand Laives of the Kingdome; 
and priviledges of Parliament, with their perſons andes! 
ſtates, as the Mcmbers of both .Houlſcs, and the -reſt c 
the Kingdome have done ; Thatthe Lords and Commons 
will be ready upon their fubmiſſion to receiveſuch perſong 
in ſuch manner as they ſhall have cauſe to acknowledge 
they have been uſed with Clemency and favour, mo 
that this ſhall notexcend to admit any man into eithe 
Houſe of Parliament who ſtands ſuſpcaded, without gi- 
ving ſatisfaQtion to the Hu uſe whereof he ſhall bea Mems 
ber; Andexceprt all perſons who ſtand impeached or pars 
ticularly voted in cither houſe of Parliament for any delins 
- . quency whatſoever, Excepting likewiſe ſuch Adherents 
_ of thoſe who ſtand impeached in Parliament of-Freafon;; 
. as have been Eminent perſons and chief Aours in thoſe 
Treaſons and except the Earle of Briſtol , the Earle of 
Cumberland, the Farle of Newcaſtle, the Earle Rivers, Se 
cretary Nicholas Maſter Exdimion Porter, Maſter Edward' 
' Hide, the Duke of Richmond, the Earle of Carnarvan, the! 
Lord Viſcount Newarke, the Lord Viſcount Faulkland, ons 
of the principall Secretarics of State to his Majeſty,
